School apportionment 
for 
county 


$6,458.71. School appropriation ?38, 
500.00 which makes a total amount 
for the schools $51,883.71 and for 
state and county tax less school bond 
and interest on bonds $46,516.63 for 
interest and bond Indebtedness $10,- 
489.00 which makes a grand total 
of $108,889.34 from taxes collected 
for the year 1914. 
Now comes our 


general city expenses and over-drafts 
to be taken care of. The sentiment 
of some of our citizens are for lower 
taxes, although they contisually ask 
for up to date improvements and the 
great remedy is to practice economy 
in all city departments and curtail ex- 
penses as much as possible. 


I would like to ask of you a con- 


tinuation o£ your co-operation of 
harmony, economy, proficiency and 
(juick action for the good and wel- 
fare of the city of Grand Rapids. I 
have no private or personal gain to 
derive from my office. But my earn- 
est desire is to make this a good bu- 
siness administration and to give 
everybody a fair and square deal.

READY 
TO 
CONSIDER 


WILSON'S "CONSTITUTION 


OF PEACE." 


QUICK ACTION IS PROMISED 


Democrats to Past BUI Exempting La- 


bor Union* and Farmer*' Organi- 


zations From Prosecution Un- 


der Sherman Law. 


By GEORGE CLINTON. 


Washington.—Quick action is prom- 


ised by the Democratic majority in 
congress on all the "big business" 
bills commended to the consideration 
of the law -makers by President Wil- 
son. It now can be taken for grant- 
ed, however, that no drastic rule for 
limiting debate to a few hours will be 
put into force by the house leaders. 
There was too much opposition to the 
rule cutting off debate on the ques- 
tion of the repeal of the tolls exemp- 
tion act to make It seem wise to en- 
act, at any rate Immediately, another 
rule of the same kind. 


Of course this does not mean the 


administration's anti-trust 
measures 


will be debated In the house of rep- 
resentatives for any great length of 
time. An agreement will be reached 
that debate shall close at a certain 
time and the "certain time" will be 
set forward far enough so that no 
charge of an attempt to gag the op- 
posing members can stand. 


And sox it now is that the house, 


having finished with the repeal mat- 
ter which some persons have called 
Woodrow 
Wilson's 
declaration 
of 


war, will take up the consideration of 
his "Constitution of Peace," a name 
which the president attached to the 
plan of procedure for the regulation of 
big business without smashing any 
commercial Industry. 


Another Party Clash Coming. 


Before this something has been 


said about one piece of legislation 
which the majorities in house and sen- 
ate are going to insist upon enacting 
and to which the president will object 
strongly. It is known today that the 
majority party men are determined to 
exempt 
labor 
unions 
and 
certain 


forms of farmers' organizations from 
prosecution under the Sherman law. 
The president is opposed to this ex- 
emption. It is not believed, apparently, 
that any such turmoil will grow out 
of the next difference of opinion be- 
tween congress and the White House 
as that which made itself riotously 
apparent In connection with the re- 
peal bill, but seemingly there is go- 
Ing to be trouble nevertheless. 


Nothing has happened recently as 


far as one can determine to weaken 
In the least the initial determination 
of the majority law makers to brave 
the president's opposition In this mat- 
ter. 
It was the original Intention to 


Include the exemption provision in 
one of the main anti-trust measures, 
but It now seems to be the mind of 
the majority to make it a bill by it- 
self, so that if Mr. Wilson vetoes it 
he will veto It alone and thus will not 
be' compelled to put other measures 
out of the running when entering his 
final objection. 


Members of the parties in opposi- 


tion to the Democrats In the house, 
and it Is said a few Democrats with 
them, believe that if a bill exempting 
labor unions and organizations of 
farmers from prosecution under the 
trust act is passed, the action will re- 
sult In court proceedings which may 
rob the Sherman law of its power to 
prevent combinations in restraint of 
trade. 
"Class legislation," for so the 


opponents of the proposed exemption 
law call it, will be used It is said by 
business combinations which may be 
proceeded against by the government, 
as the basis for a plea of unconstitu- 
tionality of the law in general. 


There seems to be a fear among the 


lawyers in the house and senate that 
any kind of an exemption, whether it 
is made a special bill or part of one 
of the main anti-trust bills, actually 
can be used as a means to prevent 
successful prosecution against busi- 
ness combinations which are accused 
of restraining trade. 


Delay in Commerce Rulings. 


Congress is being blamed by part of 


the press of the country, by business 
men, whether or not connected with 
the carrier corporations, for the con- 
gested condition of matters in the of- 
fice of the interstate commerce com- 
mission. Perhaps if "congested" sug- 
gests confusion it is not the right 
word to use, for the commission has 
its work well in order, the trouble be- 
ing that there is so much work for the 
commissioners today that decisions 
are being delayed and the petitioners 
and litigants are complaining. 


In discussing this question of the 


proper place to lay the blame for the 
overworking of the commission this 
has been said: 


"We cannot altogether blame the 


interstate commerce commission for 
the delay in deciding the great freight 
rate case now before the tribunal. The 
responsibility for this delay rests 
rather upon the 
congress 
of the 


United States which lias loaded upon 
the shoulders of the commission more 
work than it can perform. Within re- 
cent years it has been the custom of 
congress, and particularly the present 
congress, to burden the calendar of 
the commission with requests for in- 
formation, peremptory demands for 
investigations and the performance of 
a great mass of business entirely un- 
dreamed of when the commission was 
called Into being." 


Some time ago sharp attention WM 


called to the fact that the commlnlon 
was being overworked. It also was 
said the commissioners did not car* to 
have the membership of the board In- 
creased, preferring another way ont 
of their difficulties, but until the way 
is found It seems there Is to be sand 
In the machinery of operations, and 
parties to cases must wait for an- 
swers to their prayer*. 


Commission Not to Blame. 


Since attention was called to this, 


the condition of overwork in the com- 
mission has been attracting wide no- 
tice and considerable criticism. Ths 
opinion here is that the board Itself 
is not to blame for It is hardly con- 
ceivable that the members are work- 
Ing overtime simply because they 
like to, and that they are working 
slowly from choice, thus making tha 
overtime work necessary. The com- 
missioners are not the only ones who 
have to keep late hours, for their sec- 
retaries always, and the other em- 
ployes occasionally, are forced to keep 
going frequently well into the night. 


Of course it Is the delay in the ren- 


dering of the decision on the request 
of the eastern railroads for permission 
to advance freight rates five per cent 
that has called particular attention to 
the mass of work which the board baa 
before It 
The decision waited for so 


eagerly both by the shippers and by 
the railroad people of course is certain 
-to come, but the hour of Its coming 
is uncertain and meantime the uncer- 
tainty of the nature of the decision 
is said to be causing commercial trou- 
bles. The president it Is said is Just 
as anxious as anybody else for an 
early decision, but of course he can- 
not urge the board to hurry for fear it 
might be construed that he is Inter- 
fering with something which does not 
concern him. 


Object* to Treaty. 


There were oulllned some time ago 


by President Wilson or his secretary 
of state three more or less defi- 
nite foreign policies—one the repeal of 
the tolls exemption provision of the 
Panama canal act, another the uago- 
tiation of arbitration treaties with 
foreign governments and another a 
treaty 
with 
Colombia containing 


words of apology and 
promise of 


money payment for the action of this 
government in recognizing the inde- 
pendence of Panama "without due 
time and consideration." 


Everybody will remember, of course, 


that Panama, through which now runs 
the isthmian canal, was until a few 
years ago, a part of the country of 
Colombia. 
During the Roosevelt ad- 


ministration Panama revolted and the 
United Stales recognized its independ- 
ence, and then at once began negotia- 
tions with the new government for 
the construction by Uncle Sam of the 
great waterway. 


Colombia ever since has been ag- 


grieved and has not been at all back- 
ward In expressing its grievance to 
this country. It has asked indemnity 
for the act of the United States, and 
hinted that an apology also would be 
most acceptable. 
There is in treaty 


form today, sanctioned, it is said, by 
the administration 
of the 
United 


States, a proposition to apologize to 
Colombia and to pay it a largo sum 
of money. This treaty has been signed 
by our minister to Colombia, and Is 
under consideration by the Colombian 
government. 


Strong Opposition to Treaty. 


There was trouble in the house of 


representatives when the repeal of the 
Panama canal tolls was under discus- 
sion, but the scene then probably will 
be as one of peace compared to that 
In the senate when the attempt Is 
made to secure the ratification of this 
treaty with Colombia, containing, as it 
does, an apology to the South Amer- 
ican government and a proposition to 
put into its coffers a big bag of gold. 


There are men In the congress of 


the United States who think the rec- 
ognition of the independence of Pan- 
ama was too hasty and an act not 
easily to be defended, but those who 
say this seemingly are In the minor- 
ity, and if Mr. Wilson shall succeed 
in changing the minds of the ma- 
jority he can account himself victor In 
a policy against which It Is admitted 
In Washington most of the members 
of congress seem to stand In opposi- 
tion. 


Don't Want to Apologize. 


It will be hard work for the presi- 


dent of the United States to secure 
the ratification of the proposed treaty 
with Colombia. It Is definitely known 
that many of the Democrats In the sen- 
ate do not like the idea of voting for 
a treaty which admits virtually that 
this country did wrong In taking the 
means which it did to secure the build- 
ing of the Panama canal. Colombia 
was so evasive while Uncle Sam was 
trying to induce her to give him the 
canal strip that the general belief is 
it would have taken many years to 
have secured permission to build the 
canal. 
Now the waterway is com- 


pleted, and most of the senators, it Is 
said, recognize the fact that if Pana- 
ma's independence had not been rec- 
ognized we would have no canal to- 
day. 


The senate, of course, ratifies treat- 


ies, the house having nothing to do 
with them. The Republican senators 
do not like the idea of voting to apol- 
ogize for something which was done 
under a Republican 
administration, 


and there are some Democrats who 
are averse to apologizing for any act 
of 
the 
United States government 


which seemingly has been approved 
by the country. The result of this 
feeling probably will be a hard light 
in the senate, if any attempt is made 
to secure the ratification of this Co- 
lombian treaty. 


Bernhardt's Neat Retort. 


During one ef her American tours 


a journalist attached to a. New York 
newspaper obtained an Interview with 
Mme. 
Bernhardt. He was a very of- 


fensive person, even more pushful 
and Impertinent than the average 
American reporter seems to be. and 
he immediately began to ask some 
very Intimate and personal questions. 
At last Mme. Bernhardt found it ab- 
solutely necessary to refuse to reply, 
and then, finding that his victim flat- 
ly refused to be drawn into making 
Indiscreet replies the man began to 
get irritated. 
"But you must answer 


my questions," he protested. 
"You 


don't seem to understand, madam. 1 
am a reporter." With her sweetest 
smile, and in her most sympathetic 
tones, the actress replied: 
"I'm so 


sorry."

WILSON'S "CONSTITUTION 


:<DF PEACE." 


QUICK ACTION IS PROMISED 


Democrats to Pas* Bill Exempting La- 


bor Unions and Farmers' Organi- 


zations From Prosecution Un-- 


der Sherman Law. 


By GEORGE CLINTON. 


.Washington.—Quick-, action is prom- 


ised by the'Democratic majority In 
congress on all the "big business" 
bills commended to the consideration 
Df the law -makers by President Wil- 
son. It now can be taken for grant- 
ed, however, that no "drastic rule for 
limiting debate to a few hours will be 
put Into force by. the house leaders. 
There was too much opposition to the 
rule cutting off debate on the ques- 
tion of the repeal'of the tolls exemp- 
tion act to make It seem wise to en- 
act, afany rate Immediately, another 
rule of the same.find. 


Of course :thls..'does not mean the 


administration's anti-trust measures 
will be debated in the house of rep- 
resentatives for any great length of 
time. An agreement will be reached 
that debate shall .close at a certain 
time and the "certain time" will be 
set forward far enough so that no 
charge of an attempt to gag the op- 
posing members can stand. 


And soMt now Is that the house, 


having finished with the repeal mat- 
ter'which some persons have called 
Woodrow 
Wilson's 
declaration 
of 


war, will take up the consideration of 
his "Constitution of Peace," a name 
which the president attached to the 
plan of procedure for the regulation of 
hig business without smashing any 
commercial Industry. 


Another Party Clash Coming. 


Before this something has been 


said about-one' piece of legislation 
which the majorities in house and sen- 
ate are going to Insist upon enacting 
and to which the president will object 
strongly. It Is known today that the 
majority party men are determined to 
exempt labor 
unions and 
certain 


forms of farmers' organizations from 
prosecution under the Sherman law. 
The president Is opposed to this ex- 
emption. It is not believed, apparently, 
that any such turmoil will grow out 
of the next difference of opinion be- 
tween congress and the White House 
as that which made itself riotously 
apparent in connection with the re- 
peal bill, but seemingly there is go- 
Ing to be trouble nevertheless. 


Nothing has happened recently as 


far as one can determine to weaken 
In the least the initial determination 
of the majority law makers to brave 
the president's opposition in this mat- 
ter. It was the original intention to 
include the exemption provision in 
one of the main anti-trust-measures, 
but it now seems to be the mind of 
the majority to make it a bill by it- 
self, so that If Mr. Wilson vetoes it 
he will veto it alone and thus will not 
be''compelled to put other measures 
out of the running when entering his 
final objection. 


Members of the parties In opposi- 


tion to the Democrats In the bouse, 
and it Is said a few Democrats with 
them, believe that if a bill exempting 
labor unions and organizations of 
farmers from prosecution under the 
trust act is passed, the action will re- 
sult In court proceedings which may 
rob the Sherman law of its power to 
prevent combinations in restraint of 
trade. "Class legislation," for so the 
opponents of. the proposed exemption 
law call It, will be used it is said by 
business combinations which may be 
proceeded against by the government, 
as the basis for a plea of unconstitu- 
tionally of the law In general. 


There seems to be a fear among the 


lawyers In the house and senate that 
any kind of an exemption, whether it 
Is made a special bill or part of one 
of the main anti-trust bills, actually 
can be used as a means to prevent 
successful prosecution against busi- 
ness combinations which are accused 
of restraining trade. 


Delay in Commerce Rulings. 


Congress is being blamed by part of 


the press of the country, by business 
men, 
whether or not connected with 


the carrier corporations, for the con- 
gested condition of matters in the of- 
fice of the Interstate commerce com- 
mission. Perhaps if "congested" sug- 
gests confusion it is not the right 
word to use, for the commission has 
its. work well in order,, the trouble be- 
ing that there is so much work for the 
commissioners today that decisions 
are being delayed and the petitioners 
and litigants are complaining. 


In discussing this question of the 


proper place to lay the blame for the 
overworking of the commission this 
has been said: 
"We cannot altogether blame the 


Interstate commerce commission for 
the delay In deciding the great freight 
rate case now before the tribunal. The 
responsibility for this delay rests 
rather upon the congress 
of the 


United States which has loaded upon 
the shoulders of the commission more 
work than it can perform. Within re- 
cent years It has' been the custom of 
congress, and particularly the present 
congress, to burden the calendar of 
the commission with requests for in- 
formation, peremptory demands for 
Investigations and the performance of 
a great mass of business entirely un- 
dreamed of when the commission was 
called into being." 


Some time'ago sharp attention was 


called to the fact that the commission 
was being overworked. 
It also was 


said the commissioners did not care to 
have the membership of the board in- 
creased,, preferring another way out 
of 'their difficulties, but until the way 
Is found It seems there Is to be sand 
In the machinery of operations, and 
parties .to. cases must wait for an- 
swers to tltelr prayers. 


Commission Not 4o Blame. 


Since attention was called to this, 


the condition of overwork In tho com- 
mission has been attracting wide no- 
tice and considerable criticism. The 
opinion here Is that the, board Itself 
is not to blame for It is hardiy con- 
ceivable that the members are work- 
ing overtime simply because they 
like to,, and that they are working 
slowly from choice, thus making the. 
overtime work necessary. The fcom- 
mlssloners are not the only ones who 
have to keep late hours, for their sec- 
retaries always, and tho other em- 
ployes occasionally, are forced to keep 
going frequently well Into the night. 


Of course It Is tho delay In the ren- 


dering of the decision on the request 
of the eastern railroads for permission 
to advance freight rates five per cent 
that has called particular attention to 
the mass of work which the board has 
before It. The decision waited for so 
eagerly both by the shippers and by 
the railroad people of course Is certain 
-to come, but the hour of its coming 
Is uncertain and meantime the uncer- 
tainty of the nature of the decision 
Is said to be causing commercial trou- 
bles. The president It Is said Is Just 
as anxious as anybody else for an 
early decision, but of course he can- 
not urge the board to hurry for fear It 
might be construed that he Is Inter- 
fering with something which does not 
concern him. 


Objects to Treaty. 
| 


There were oulllned some time ago 


by President Wilson or his secretary 
of state three more or less defi- 
nite foreign policies—one the repeal of 
the tolls exemption provision of the 
Panama canal act. another the nego- 
tiation of arbitration treaties with 
foreign governments and another a 
treaty 
with 
Colombia containing 


words of apology and 
promise of 


money payment for the action of this 
government in recognizing the inde- 
pendence of Panama "without due 
time and consideration." 


Everybody will remember, of course, 


that Panama, through which now runs 
the isthmian canal, was until a few 
years ago, a part of the country of 
Colombia. During the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration Panama revolted and the 
United States recognized its independ- 
ence, and then at once began negotia- 
tions with the new government for 
the construction by Uncle Sam of the 
great waterway. 


Colombia ever since has boon ag- 


grieved and has not been at all back- 
ward in expressing its grievance to 
this country. It has asked indemnity 
for the act of the United States, and 
hinted that an apology also would be 
most acceptable. 
There is In treaty 


form today, sanctioned, It is said, by 
the 
administration 
of the 
United 


States, a proposition to apologize to 
Colombia and to pay it a large sum 
of money. This treaty has been signed 
by our minister to Colombia, and la 
under consideration by the Colombian 
government. 


Strong Opposition to Treaty. 


There was trouble In tho house of 


representatives when the repeal of the 
Panama canal tolls was under discus- 
sion, but the scene then probably will 
be as one of peace compared to that 
in the senate when the attempt Is 
made to secure the ratification of this 
treaty with Colombia, containing, as It 
does," an apology to the South Amer- 
ican government and a proposition to 
put into its coffers a big bag of gold. 


There are men in the congress of 


the United States who think the rec- 
ognition of the independence of Pan- 
ama was too hasty and an act not 
easily to be defended, but those who 
say this seemingly are in the minor- 
ity, 
and if Mr. Wilson shall succeed 


5n changing the minds of the ma- 
jority he can account himself victor In 
a policy against which it Is admitted 
In Washington most of tho members 
of congress seem to stand In opposi- 
tion. 


Don't Want to Apologize. 


It will be hard work for the presi- 


dent of the United States to secure 
the ratification of the proposed treaty 
with Colombia. It is definitely knoWn 
that many of the Democrats In the sou- 
ate do not like the Idea of voting for 
a. treaty which admits virtually that 
this country did wrong In taking the 
means which it did to secure the build- 
ing of the Panama canal. 
Colombia 


was so evasive while Uncle Sam was 
trying to induce her to give him the 
canal strip that the general belief is 
it would have taken many years to 
have secured permission to build the 
canal. 
Now the waterway is com- 


pleted, and most of the senators, it Is 
said, recognize the fact that if Pana- 
ma's independence had not been rec- 
ognized we would have no canal to- 
day.' 
The senate, of course, ratifies treat- 


ies, the house having .nothing to do 
with them. The Republican senators 
do not like the Idea of voting to apol- 
ogize for something which was done 
under a Republican administration, 
and there are some Democrats who 
are averse, to apologizing for any act 
of 
the 
United States 
government 


which seemingly has been approved 
by the country. The result of this 
feeling probably will be a hard fight 
In the senate, if any attempt is made 
to secure the ratification of this Co- 
lombian treaty. 


Bernhardt's Neat Retort. 


During one ef her American tours 


a journalist attached to a New York 
newspaper obtained an Interview with 
Mme. Bernhardt. He was a very of- 
fensive person, even more pushful 
and impertinent than • the 
average 


American reporter seems to be, and 
he immediately began to ask some 
very Intimate and personal questions. 
At last Mme. Bernhardt found It ab- 
solutely necessary to refuse to reply, 
and then, finding that his victim flat- 
ly refused to be drawn into making 
Indiscreet replies the man began to 
get irritated. "But you must answer 
my questions," he protested. "You 
"don't seem to understand, madam. I 
am a reporter.'' With her sweetest 
smile, and in her most sympathetic 
tones! the actress replied: 
."I'm so 


sorry.".

PREPARE TOUR OATS 


FOR SPRING SEEDING 


Some timely suggestions given by 


an exchange: 
They are along the 


line frequently advocated by tills pa- 
per and we would suggest that farm- 
ers clip this article and pin it up over 
the wash stand where they will see It 
every day and thus be sure not to for- 
get to prepare the seed oats properly. 


Now Is the time to prepare your 


oats for seeding. In the past few 
years oats have not been considered a 
paying crop. This has been due to 
^varieties uuadapted to this part of the 
country, high percentage of smut, 
poor selection of seed and poorly pre- 
pared seed bed. They are a profitable 
crop. 


All oats used for seed should be 


thoroughly cleaned with a good fan- 
ning mill. 
Weed seed, light oats, 


chaff and light seed will be blown out, 
leaving only the best oats for seed. 
Small, light oats will not produce 
strong healthy plants. 


The first consideration is, will the 


oats grow? 
All oats intended for 


seed should be tested and if they do 
not develop strong, healthy sprouts, 
should not be sown. Take a handful 
of oats from near the center of the 
bin as deep down as you can reach 
and test for germination. 


An easy way to germinate seed is 


to saturate two pieces of Mooting pa- 
per, place one piece in the bottom of 
a plate, sprinkle seed on this, then 
place the other blotter on top, press- 
ing down firmly. Drain any water 
that may be in the plate,'then cover 
with another plate of like size turned 
bottom up. Place near the above and 
moisten occasionally. 
Examine 
in 


about a week and if not well sprouted 
do not use for seed. 


Several years' results indicate that 


the Kherson or 60 day give best re- 
sults, although some of the later and 
larger varieties such as Swedish Se- 
lect, Silvermine and Big Four give 
excellent results. A few black oats 
are raised in the county and are 
heavy yielders. 


A compact seed bed should be pro- 


vided for oats and other small grains. 
Land that is inclined to be loose and 
light should be disked and harrowed 
thoroughly. Land that is firm and 
hard should be disked, then plowed 
and harrowed. Follow , the seeder 
with the roller and after that the har- 
row or the weeder^ 


Most farmers sow too much seed. 


From seven pecks to two and one- 
half bushels per acre of well cleaned 
and treated oats is an abundance. 
Drilling gives best results. In seed- 
ing with a broad-cast seeder about 
two and one-half bushels per acre 
should be seeded as a maximum. The 
smaller varieties do not require as 
much seed as the larger varieties. 
Poor stands result from seed of low 
vitality or seed that does not grow. 
Oats require about 500 pounds of 
water for every pound of seed pro- 
duced. Less seed should be sown in 
case clover is grown with oats so 
that the clover may have a chance to 
grow. 


The 
formaldehyde 
treatment 


promptly prevents smut on oats and 
reduces smut in barley about 80 per 
cent. 
All oats used for seed should 


receive the formaldehyde treatment. 
Secure from the drug store a pint of 
formalin for every 35 bushels of 
grain that you are going to sow. Mix 
the pint of formalin with 25 gallons 
of water. Spread 35 bushels of well 
cleaned oats on a clean floor; with an 
ordinary sprinkling can sprinkle some 
of the above solution over the seed, 
Mix the seed and add more of the 
olution until you have added one gal- 
lon of solution for every bushel of 
seed. The seed should be thoroughly 
wet. Pile the seed in a round heap 
cover with blankets to prevent the 
formalin from evaporating, and leave 
all night. The next day the seed can 
gain be spread on the floor, and after 
being shoveled over once or twice will 
be ready for sowing. 


The treatment of oats and barley 


for smut may seem a little matter to 
many farmers, but on practically ev- 
ery farm of any size in Wood county 
the value of two or three good cows 
or a horse is lost every year by smnt, 
all of which could have been prevent- 
ed by a little work and less than two 
cents per bushel of seed sown. The 
smutted plants are shorter and ma- 
ture earlier than the crop of grain. 


The percentage of 
smut varied 


from 8 to 40 per cent in many fields 
in the country last year, all of which 
could easily have been prevented. 


Cholera Kills the Hogs. 


Washington, D. C., April 20.—"Pig 


typhoid," "lung plague," infective 
pneumonia," and other alleged swine 
diseases are classed as snares and 
delusions in a letter just issued by the 
department of agriculture, which says 
that out of every ten sick hogs in 
the country at least nine have the 
common var'ety of cholera. 


Farmers are urged to "forget" all 


high sounding diagnosis and go after 
his herd with cholera serum and to 
separate the sick porkers from the 
well ones forthwith. 


"It is true that other infections 


many and frequently do complicate 
outbreaks of hog cholera," said the 
department, "but in such cases the 
germ of hog cholera is the primary 
cause of the disease; and if we can 
take care of the germ of hog cholera 
the pig usually will overcome the 
other infections himself. 


"From a practical standpoint the 


important1-thing is to recognize hog 
cholera as soon as possible after its 
appearance in a herd in order that 
antihog cholera serum may be applied 
before the disease progresses too far. 
Good serum may be depended upon to 
protect well hogs, and even to cure 
a large percentage of those in the 
earliest stages of the disease, but it 
will not be of much avail when used 
upon hogs that are already visibly 
sick. 
Remember the hog cholera 


kills millions of hogs where other 
diseases kill thousands."

BREPABE TOTJB OATS 


FOB SFBttf G SEEDIXG 


Some, timely suggestions given by 


an ^xchange:^ They'are along the 
line frequently advocated by this pa- 
per "and we would suggest that larm- 
ers clip this article and pin it np over 
the'wash'stand where they -will see It 
<every day and thus be sure not to for- 
get to prepare the seed oats properly. 


Now Is the time to prepare your 


oats for seeding. In, the past lew- 
years oate have not been considered a 
paying crop. This has been due to 
varieties unadapted to this part of the 
country, high, percentage of smut, 
poor selection of seed and poorly pre- 
pared seed bed. They are a profitable 
crop; 
All oats used for seed should be 


thoroughly cleaned, with a good fan- 
ning mill. 
Weed seed, light oats, 


chaff and light seed will be blown out, 
leaving only the best oats for seed. 
Small, light oats will not produce 
stro'hg^nealthy plants. 


The first consideration is, will the 


oats grow? 
All oats intended for 


seed should be tested and if they do 
not develop strong, .healthy sprouts, 
should, not 'be sown. Take a handful 
of oats from near the center of the 
bin. as deep down as you can reach 
and .test for .germination. 


An. easy way to • germinate seed is 
to saturate two pieces'of blooting pa- 
per, place one piece in the bottom of 
a plate, sprinkle seed on this, then 
plieethe other blotter on. .top, press- 
ing down firmly. Dram ^ any water 
that may: be in the plate, then cover 
iwith another plate of like size turned 
bottom.up. Place near the above and 
moisten occasionally. Examine in 
about a,week and if not well sprouted 
do not use for seed. 
, Several years'-results indicate that 


the Kherson^ or 60 day give best re- 
sults,-although some of the later and 
larger .varieties such as Swedish Se- 
lect, ' Silverrhine and'. Big Four give 
excellent results. 
A-few black oats 


are raised in the county and are 
heavy yielders. 
. 
- . . 
.A compact seed:bed should be pro- 


vided for oats and other small grains. 
'Land that is inclined to be loose and 
light should be disked and harrowed 
thoroughly. 
Land that is firm and 
hard should be disked, then plowed 
and:harrowed; Follow,, the seeder 
with the roller and after that the har- 
row or the weeder.. 


Most farmers sow too much seed. 


From seven pecks to two and one- 
half bushels per acre of well cleaned 
and, treated oats is an abundance. 
Drilling gives best results. In seed- 
ing with a broad-cast seeder about 
two 'and one-half bushels per acre 
should be seeded as a maximum. The 
smaller varieties do not require as 
much seed as the larger varieties. 
Poor stands result from seed of low 
vitality of seed that does not grow. 
Oats require about 500 pounds of 
water for every pound of seed pro- 
duced. Less seed should be sown in 
case clover is grown with oats so 
that the clover may have a chance to 
grow. 
'.

The 
formaldehyde 
treatment 


promptly prevents smut on oats and 
reduces smut in barley about 80 per 
cent. All-bats used for seed should 
receive the formaldehyde treatment. 
Secure from the drug store a pint of 
formalin for every 35 bushels of 
grain that you are going to sow. Mix 
the pint of formalin with 25 gallons 
of water. - Spread 35 bushels of well 
cleaned oats on a clean floor; with an 
ordinary sprinkling can sprinkle some 
of the above solution over the seed. 
Mix the, seed and add more of the 
olution until you.have added one gal- 
lon of solution for every bushel of 
s'eed; The seed should be thoroughly 
wet. Pile the seed in a round heap 
cover with blankets to prevent the 
formalin'from evaporating, and leave 
'all night. The next day the seed can 
'gain be spread on the floor, and after 
being shoveled over once or twice will 
be ready for sowing. 
The treatment of oats and barley 


for smut may seem a little matter to 
many farmers, but on practically ev- 
ery farm of any size in Wood county 
the value of two or three good cows 
or a horse is lost every year by smnt, 
all of which could have been prevent- 
ed by a little work and less than two 
cents per bushel of seed sown. The 
smutted plants are shorter and ma- 
ture earlier than the crop of grain. 


The percentage of smut 
varied 


from 8 to 40 per cent in many fields 
in the country last year, all of which 
could easily have been prevented. 


Cholera Kills the Hogs. 


Washington, D. C., April 20.—"Pig 


typhoid," "lung plague," infective 
pneumonia," and other alleged swine 
diseases are classed as snares and 
delusions In a letter just issued by the 
department of agriculture, which says 
that out of every ten sick hogs in 
the country at least nine have the 
common var'ety of cholera. 


Farmers are urged to "forget" all 


'high sounding diagnosis and go after 
his herd with cholera serum and to 
separate the sick porkers from the 
well one,s forthwith. 
"It is-true that other infections 


many and frequently do complicate 
outbreaks of hog cholera," said -the 
department, "but In such cases the 
germ of hog cholera is the primary 
cause of the disease; and if we can 
take care of the germ, of hog cholera 
the pig usually will overcome the 
other infections himself. 
"From a practical standpoint the 


importanfthing is to recognize hog 
cholera as soon as possible after Its 
appearance In a herd in order that 
antihog cholera serum may be applied 
before the disease-progresses too far. 
Good serum may be depended upon to 
protect well hogs, and even to cure 
a large percentage of those In the 
earliest stages of the disease, but it 
will not be of much avail when used 
upon hogs .that are already visibly 
sick. 
Remember the hog cholera 


kills millions of hogs where other 
diseases kill thousands."

Must Not -Work on Boads. 


Attorney General Owen has 're- 


cently handed down the following 
decision In relation to members , of 
the county: board being employed on 
road work, -where the work Is con- 
ducted under county and ' state aid.- 


"Section 692 of the statutes pro- 


hibits a member of the county -board 
from' being 'interested 'in any con- 
tract or' agreement with the county 
and. provides 'that any supervisor, of- 
fending shall be deemed to have va- 
cated his: ofllce. .'.'' 


"Roads built under the state aid 


highway law are constructed pursu- 
ant to contracts between the county 
board and contractor, or under the 
.supervision of the county highway 
commission. 
In either case it Is 


clear that the county is a party to 
the contract so that it seems clear 
that a member of the county board Is 
prohibited from doing work on such 
road under the county highway com- 
missioner."

Ray Stannard Baker, who is writ- 


ing a series of articles entitled, "See- 


v -The following 'are just a few. ex- 
tracts from an article in Hoard's 
Dairyman of March 2, on "Cow Test- 
tag Associations" by Theodore Sex- 
auer who gives facts and experiences 
about his organization of the first as- 
sociation for that purpose at.Albert 
Lea, Minn. 
• 
"The work in cow testing is com- 


paratively new in this country, the 
first association having been estab- 
lished in Michigan about seven years 
ago. 
The idea was borrowed from 


Denmark where fifteen years 
ago 


their cows were averaging 112 Ibs. 
of butter fat; now they are produc- 
ing 235 pounds. 
"The plan of organization is sim- 


ple. Several farmers, usually twenty- 
six get together and agree to pay a 
certain sum of money per cow to have 
their' herds tested- 
Tfcey usually 


pay from $1 to 51.50 per cow per 
year, with a minimum charge of $10 
per herd, where the herds are small 


"The money paid into the associa- 


tion is all turned over to the man who 
does the testing. This is his salary 
in addition to his board which is fur- 
nished by the farmers." 
"Then, to prove further that there 


were good and poor cows in every 
,herd we took the best and poorest 
cow of each of the 28 herds. 
We 


found that the 28 best cows, one from 
each herd, made an average not pro- 
fit of ?50.50. 
The 2S poorest, one 


from each herd, made an average net 
profit of $4.51 per cow, when" they 
could have those that make a profit 
of $50.50 per cow." 
"We found that of the 28 herds, 


12 had been fed silage, 10 had not. 
The difference in the cost of feed be- 
tweent the silage fed herds and those 
not fed silage was $S.C2 more per 
cow in the silage, fed herds than in 
those not fed silage, but the silage 
fed herds produced 59 Ibs. more of 
butterfat valued at $18.06. 
Sub- 


tracting the $8.62 which it cost more 
to feed the silage fed herds, we have 
$10.04 more profit per cow from 
those fed silage. This means that on 
20 cows you are losing enough in one 
year to put up a 14x00 ft. silo. 
"In comparing the registered and 


grade animals of this association, we 
found there were 4 registered and 2-1 
grade herds. 
The registered cows 


made 61.4 pounds more butterfat per 
cow than the grades, or a difference 
of ?21.17 in favor of the registered 
<Ws. It cost $9.44 more per cow to 
feed the registered hcr.-Js but they 
m .de fl.-l 
>••>•. more 'mU^at » u l - 


• ift' at §21.IV. 
"Taking from it $9.44, we havo 


?11.73 more per cow from the regis- 
tered herds than from the 'grade 
herds. This means that on a herd of 
20 grade cows, you are losing $243.- 
60 per year or enough to pay for one 
pure-bred animal." 


"Cows owned by men who ruad 


dairy literature produced 3'J.3 Ibs. 
7iiore butterfat per cow than the cows 
owned by men who did not read, or 
a difference, of ?10.68 per cow in 
favor of the cows owned by men who 
read. 
"Then, it cost the men who did not 


read 
$1.2t> more per cow to feed. 


The SlO.fiS profit on butterfat plus 
$1.26 
gain on feed makes u total of 


$11.94 in favor of the cows owned by 
men who read dairy literature. This 
means that on a herd of 20 cows, tbe 
men who did not read lost S23S.KO a 
year, enough to subscribe for all tin;

ains to the shore. Homesteaders are 
allowed 320 acres free under the us- 
ual requirements, but the department 
warns that little of Alaska has been 
surveyed, and it will be impossible 
to get title to homestead untill sur- 
veys are made. 
As the population increases tbe 


market for farm products will be 
developed in Alaska. In fact, a good 
market exists today, since many of 
tbe vegatables consumed in Alaska 
are imported from the United Stales. 
Currants, raspberries, gooseberries, 
strawberries, blueberries, and cran- 
berr'es are plentiful in Alaska in the 
wild state, indicating tbe possibility 
of the development of small fruit 
growing. 
The department has four 


experiment stations in Alaska, and 
has never failed to grow matured 
crops of wheat, oats, rye, barley, po- 
tatoes and many other vegetables. 
Chicken"raising is also proving feas- 
ible.But winters are long and cold.

Until roads are built, farms should 


be located close to navigable water.

DOCTORS' ODD DEATH REPORT 


Many Physicians' Certificates Disclose 


Aberrations of Sense In Giving 


Cause of Death. 


The chief statistician of Wisconsin, 


in examing death certificates filed by 
physicians with the state board of 
health, has discovered and disclosed 
some of more than local 
Interest. 


They reveal aberrations of sense and 
science in the diagnosis of disease and 
the causes of death as to merit con- 
sideration from reformers who wish 
to put nearly every act of human life 
under medical supervision. 


A few instances must serve to illus- 


trate the nature of a multiude. One 
report Is this: "Went to bed feeling 
will, but woke up dead." Another 
says: 
"Do not know the 
cause of 


death, but patient fully recovered from 
last illness." A third reported: "Last 
illness caused by chronic rheumatism, 
but was cured before death." Still an- 
other: "Deceased never had been fatal- 
ly sick." And this: "Died suddenly; 
nothing serious." 


Some reports are mere absurdities, 


such as: "Kicked by a horse shod on

Johns Hopkins Hospital Misses Little 


Animal Holding the Key to a Very 


Rare Disease. 


A sinall monkey, which scientists of 


the pathological department of Johns 
Hopkins believe holds the key to the 
solution of a rare and fatal disease, 
mysteriously 
disappeared 
from its 


cage in the Hunterian laboratory and 
no trace of it has been discovered. 


Whether the animal wag stolen or 


escaped from Its cage and intelligently 
closed and fastened the door behind It 
remains as much a mystery as the ail- 
ment with which it was believed to 
have been inoculated, and from which 
there have been five deaths at Johns 
Hopkins hospital in the last year. 


Dr. Harry Schmeisser, who haa been 


making the experiments, said that he 
did not believe the animal could com- 
municate the malady to humans. It 
showed evident symptoms of the dis- 
ease, according to Doctor Schmeisser, 
and he is practically certain his experi- 
ments have been successful. He be- 
gan them early this year.

ease, according to Doctor Schmeisser, 
and he is'practically certain his experi- 
ments have been successful.

Of course'thlsi;does not mean the 


administration's anti-trust, measures 
will be debated"in 'the house of rep- 
resentatives? for 'any great length of 
time. An agreement will be reached 
that debate shall .close at a certain 
time and the,"certain time" will be 
set forward far , enough so that no 
charge of an attempt,to gag the op- 
posing members can stand. 


And SO 
N it now >is that the house, 


having finished with the repeal mat- 
ter1 which sonV .persons have called 
Woodrow 
Wilson's 
declaration 
of 


war, will take,up,the consideration of 
his '^Constitution of Peace," a name 
which the president attached to the 
plaVof procedure for the regulation of 
big business without smashing any 
commercial Industry. 


Another Party Clash Coming. 


Before this something has been 


said about -one1 piece of legislation 
which the majorities'in house and sen- 
ate are going to'insist upon enacting 
and to which the president will object 
strongly. It Is known today that the 
majority party men are determined to 
exempt labor 
unions 
and 
certain 


forms'of farmers' organizations from 
prosecution under the Sherman law. 
The president'is opposed to this ex- 
emptied It is not believed, apparently, 
that anyxeuch turmoil will grow out 
of the next difference of opinion be- 
tween congress and the White House 
as that which made itself riotously 
apparent in connection with the re- 
peal bill, but seemingly there is go- 
ing to be trouble nevertheless. 


Nothing has happened recently as 


far as one can. determine to weaken 
in tHe-least the initial determination 
of the majority law' makers to brave 
the president's opposition in this mat- 
ter. -It was the original intention to 
include the exemption provision in 
one of the main anti-trust-measures, 
but it now seems to be the mind of 
the majority to make it a bill by it- 
pelf, so that if Mr: Wilson vetoes it, 
he .will veto it alone and thus will not 
be'compelled to put .other measures 
out of the running whea entering his 
f i n a l 
1 objection. 
. ' • - . - 


Members of the parties in opposi- 


tion to the Democrats In the house, 
and it is said a few Democrats with 
them, believe tha.t If & bill exempting 
labor unions and organizations of 
farmers from prosecution under the 
trust act is passed, the action'will re- 
sult in court proceedings which may 
rob,the Sherman law of its power to 
prevent combinations in restraint of 
trade. ."Class legislation," for so the 
opponents of, the proposed exemption 
law call it, will be used It, is said by 
business combinations whicli may be 
proceeded against by the. government, 
as the basis for a plea of unconstitu- 
tionally'of the law in general. 


L There seems to be a fear among the 
lawyers In the house and senate that 
any kind of an exemption, whether. It 
Is made a special bill or part of one 
of the main anti-trust bills, actually 
can be used as a, means to •prevent 
successful prosecution against busi- 
ness combinations which are accused 
of "restraining, trade..,,, .,-•; 


Delay In Commerce Rulings. 


Congress Is being blamed by part of 


the press of the country, by business 
men, whether or not., connected with 
the carrier corporations, for the con- 
gested condition of matters in the of- 
fice of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, Perhaps if "congested" sug- 
gests confusion it is not the right 
word to use, for the commission has 
its work well in order,,the,trouble,be- 
ing that there is so much work for the 
commissioners today that decisions 
are being delayed and the petitioners 
and litigants are .complaining. 


In discussing this, question' of the 


proper place to lay the blame for the. 
overworking of the commission this 
has been said: 
, 
^ 


"We cannot altogether blame the 


Interstate commerce commission for 
the delay in deciding the great freight 
rate case now before the tribunal. The 
responsibility 
for 
this delay rests 


rather upon the ; congress, 'of 
the 


IFnited States .which has loaded upon 
the shoulders of the'commission more 
work than it can perform.:;; Within re- 
cent years it has' been the .custom of 
congress, and particularly: the present 
congress, to burden the calendar, of 
the commission with requests for in- 
formation, peremptory, demands for 
Investigations and the performance of 
a great mass of business entirely un- 
dreamed of when the commission was 
called into being," 


Some time" ago sharp attention^ waei 


called to the fact that the commission 
was being overworked. 
It also was 


said the commissioners did not care to 
have the membership of the bbard In- 
creased, preferring another way out 
of "their difficulties, but until the way 
is found it seems there is to be-sand 
in the machinery of operations, and 
parties, to casess must wait for an- 
swers to their prayers. 


Commission Not to Blame. 


Since attention was'called to this, 


the condition of overwork in the com- 
mission has been attracting wide iio- 
tlce and considerable criticism. The 
opinion "here is that the i board itself 
is not to blame for it Is hardly con- 
ceivable that the members are work- 
ing overtime 
simply because they 


like to, and that they are working 
slowly from choice, thus making tha 
overtime work necessary: The com- 
missioners are not the only ones who 
have to keep late h^urs, for their sec- 
retaries always, and the other em- 
ployes occasionally, are forced to keep- 
going frequently well into the night 


Of course it is the delay in the ren- 


dering of the" decision on the request 
of the eastern railroads for permission 
to advance freight rates five per cent 
that has called particular attention to 
the mass of work which the board has 
before it.1 The decision waited for so 
eagerly both by the shippers and'by 
the railroad people of course Is certain 
lo come, but the hour of its coming 
Is uncertain and meantime" the uncer- 
tainty of the nature of the decision 
is said to be causing commercial trou- 
bles. The president1 it is said is just 
as anxious as anybody else for an 
early decision, l>ut of course he can- 
not urge the bqard to hurry for fear It 
might be construed that he is Inter- 
fering with something which does not 
concern him. 


Objects to Treaty. 
; 


There were outlined some time ago 


by President Wilson or his secretary 
of state tthree more or less' defi- 
nite foreign policies—one the repeal of 
the tolls exemption provision of the 
Panama canal act, another the nego- 
tiation of arbitration treaties with 
foreign governments and another a 
treaty 
with 
Colombia 
containing 


words of apology and 
promise of 


money payment for the action of this 
government in recognizing the inde- 
pendence of Panama "without due 
time and consideration." 


Everybody will remember, of course, 


that Panama, through which now runs 
the isthmian canal, was until a few 
years ago, a part, of the country of 
Colombia, During the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration Panamfc, revolted and the 
United States recognized Its independ- 
ence, and then at once began negotia- 
tions with the new government for 
the construction by Uucle Sam of the 
great waterway. 


Colombia ever since has been ag- 


grieved and has not been at all back- 
ward In expressing its grievance to 
this country. It Has asked indemnity 
for the act of the United States, and 
hinted" that an apology also would be 
most acceptable. 
There is In treaty 


form today, sanctioned, it is said, by 
the 
• administration 
of 
the 
United 


States, a "proposition to .apologize, to 
Colombia and to pay it a large, sum 
of money. This treaty has been signed 
by our minister .to Colombia, and Is 
under consideration by the Colombian 
government 
V 


Strong Opposition to Treaty. 


There was trouble in the house of 


representatives when the repeal of the 
Panama canal tolls.was^under'discus- 
sion, but the scene then probably will 
be as one of peace compared to that 
in the senate when the attempt Is 
made to secure the ratification of this 
treaty wjth Colombia, containing, as. It 
does," an apology to the South Amer- 
ican government and a proposition to. 
put into its coffers a big bag of gold, 


There are men"..In the congress of 


the United States who think the rec- 
ognition of the Independence of Pan- 
ama 'was too hasty and an act not 
easily to be defended, but those who 
say this seemingly are in the minor- 
ity, and if Mr. Wilson shall succeed 
in changing ;the minds of the .ma- 
jority he can account himself victor In 
a policy against which It Is admitted 
In Washington most of the members 
of congress seem to stand In opposi- 
tion. 


Don't Want to Apologize. 


It will be hard work for the presi- 


dent, of the United States to secure 
the ratification of the proposed treaty 
with Colombia. It Is definitely known 
that many of the Democrats In the sen- 
ate do not like, the Idea of voting for 
a treaty which admits virtually that 
this country did'wrong in taking the 
means which it did to secure the build- 
Ing of thq Panama canal. 
Colombia 


was so evasiye while Uncle Sara was, 
trying to Induce' her to give him the 
canal strip that the general belief |s 
it would have taken many years to 
have secured permission to build the 
'canal. 
Now the waterway is com- 


pleted, and: most of the ^enators,.It Is 
said, recognize the fact that If Pana- 
ma's independence had not been:rec- 
ognized we would have no canal to- 
day." 


The senate, of course, ratifies treat- 


ies, the house having.nothing to do 
with them. The Republican,senators 
do not like the idea of voting to apol- 
ogize for something which was done 
under a Republican administration, 
and there are some Democrats who 
are averse-to apologizing for any act 
of 
the 
United States government 


whioh seemingly 'has been approved 
by the' country. The result .'of this 
feeling probably will be ,a hard fight 
In the senate,.if any attempt is made 
to secure the ratification of this Co- 
lombian treaty.

•reduces sniut in barley about 80 per 
cent. All oats used for seed should 
receive the 'formaldehyde treatment. 
Secure from the drug store a.pint of 
'formalin for every 35 bushels of 
grain that you are,going to sow. Mix 
the pint of formalin with 25 gallons 
of wat'er. - Spread 35 bushels of well 
cleaned oats on a clean floor; with an 
ordinary sprinkling can sprinkle some 
of the above solution over the seed. 
Mix the seed and add more of the 
olution until you have added one gal- 
lon of-solution for every bushel of 
seed." The seed should be thoroughly 
wet. 
Pile' the seed in a round heap 


cover with blankets' to 'prevent the 
formalin irom evaporating, and leave 
'all night. The next dayvthe seed can 


gain be spread on the floor, and after 
being shoveled over once or twice will 
"be ready for sowing. 


The treatment of oats and barley 


for smut may seem a^little matter to 
many farmers, but on practically ev- 
ery farm of any size in Wood county 
the value of two or three good cows 
or a horse is lost every year by sfnnt, 
all of which could have been prevent- 
ed by a little work and less than two 
cents per bushel of seed sown. The 
smutted plants are shorter and ma- 
ture-earlier than the crop of grain. 
' The percentage,of ' smut 
varied 


from 8 to 40 per cent in many fields 
in the-country last year, all of which 
could easily have been prevented. 


Cholera Rills the Hogs. 


Washington, D. C., April 20.—"Pig 


diseases are classed as snares and 


other infections 


^ 
_ do'complicate 


outbreaks of hog cholera," said -the 
department, "but in such cases the 
germ of hog'cholera is the primary 
cause of'the disease; and if we can 
take care of. the germ of hog cholera 
the pig usually will overcome the 
other infections himself. 


"From a practical standpoint the 


importantJ*(hing is to recognize hog 
cholera as soon as possible after its 
appearance in a herd in order that 
antihog cholera serum may be applied 
before the disease-progresses too far. 
Good serum may be depended upon to 
protect well hogs, and even to cure 
a large percentage of those in the 
earliest stages of the disease, but it 
will not be of much avail when used 
upon hogs .that are already visibly 
sick. 
Remember the hog cholera 


kills'millions of' hogs, where other 
diseases kill thousands,"

crops of wheat, oats, rye, barley, po- 
tatoes and many other vegetables. 
Chickeir'-raising is also proving feas- 
ible.

Still an- 
other: "Deceased never had^been fatal- 
ly sick," And this: "Died" suddenly;^ 
nothing serious."
